The original diaries of Darius B. Howe are owned by Diane Howe Lenters and have been transcribed by 
David Stanfield and his wife Marjorie Howe Stanfield. Darius was Diane's Great Grandfather, his brother, 
Carey, was Marjorie's. Over the years Diane brought or sent the original diaries to her mother Grace 
Howe, who lives in the Newstead, Howe Homestead. We have enjoyed many happy hours there with 
her. The Homestead was built by Squire Howe & Sarah Gilkey Howe when they came from Genoa, 
Cayuga County, New York to Newstead, Erie County, New York in 1831. They settled on the farm there 
to live out their lives and we will read of them. Darius was their oldest son and built his house in 1858 
across the road, where he shared his days with his young family, his parents and adult brother and 
sisters. Carey Howe, his younger brother, became a doctor and lived in Clarence, Elma, Cowlesville and 
finally Buffalo, NY. You will find mention of Carey in all the diaries. It was from Darius's house, across the 
road from his parents, where he wrote his pocket diaries about his days and the ways of his time.

Went to meeting in AM. Good meeting. Peal & Sylvia at our house today. Went to meeting this evening, 
the Castle of Carnal Security was pretty well razed; and may God grant that the town may soon be taken 
and the inhabitants flee for safety to the rock of ages. 

Monday January 5 

Am now at Mr. Smiths. Came from home today: to Buffalo with P. Cole and took the cars. | expect to 
commence teaching on the morrow, and oh that the great teacher of all might give me wisdom. 
(Teaching in Smiths Mills in Chautauqua County). 

Tuesday January 6 

In school today, quite a large school, had a grammar school this evening, a good turn out; went home 
with A.J.L. 

Wednesday January 7 

In school today , it went off very well, had about 50 scholars in my part. How great a responsibility rests 
upon with so many immortal minds entrusted to his charge. Oh for wisdom from God.

In school as usual, went off very pleasantly, although the weather has been very cold. Commenced 
writing a letter to Henry Garaway this evening. Had a grammar school this evening, a very good one.

Had school today, got pretty tired, scholars rather unruly, a couple of the babies got into a quarel which 
ended ina fight. Had a visit from one of the boy's fathers. Went and made a visit to Mr. B. Nevins this 
evening.

Finished writing 
letter to H. Garaway. 

Sunday January 11 

Rather cold and snowy. Went to meeting to the school house in PM, but a few out. Went down to see 
George Record in the evening. Have enjoyed my mind very well today. 

Monday January 12

Miss Johnson & brother called 
today: meeting at the school house this evening. Weather pleasant.

School went very well today: very comfortable family: rec'd an answer from Miss Livermore, rather 
favorable. Have felt to enjoy more of the presence of God for a few days back, may it continue. 
Thursday March 19 

School passed off very well today. Been snowing all day but not very cold. Rec'd a letter from Carey: 
have enjoyed my mind pretty well, called at Mr. Phelps. 

Friday March 20

Begin to anticipate that | shall soon close: staying at Mr. Tompkins all night. O that | may discharge my 
duties faithfully to the end.

After school spent the evening 
with Miss Livermore, very agreeable visit, had Mr. T's(Tompkins) horse come back there and stayed all 
night.

School in the forenoon, cleaned house in PM. Went to Mr. Dyes and eat warm sugar. Came back and 
staid at Mr. Tompkins, one more day and school will close. O for grace to perform my duty bright. 
Wednesday April 1 1857 

Today my labors closed with my school and it is a day long to be remembered by me, for it seems like 
leaving home and that feeling is returned on the part of the scholars: may God bless them and me: 
weather colder and snowy. 

Thursday April 2 

Fixed the school house today for the exhibition. House was crowded in the evening, had a good time, it 
was estimated to 400 present. 

Friday April 3 

Regulated school house in AM, made out school bill in PM. At Mr. T's(Tompkins). Visited at Ansel Nevins 
this evening, went to L. Eastwoods and C. Livermore, Seth and Laminer were present also. 

Saturday April 4 

Went to Mr. Christys in AM. Took dinner at Mr. B. Nevins, drew the lumber back at the mill yard, had a 
game of ball: went to Mr. Dyes and staid the night. 

Sunday April 5 

Came from Mr. Dyes in AM, had some warm sugar there: went to meeting to school house: called at Mr. 
H. Smiths, after meeting came back to Mr. A. Livermores staying all night. 

Monday April 6 


Went from Mr. Livermores to Mr. Tompkins in the AM. Went to Miss M.A. Livermore's school in PM. 
Took tea at Nortons, spent the evening at A. Howards, it was snowing in the morning and continued 
nearly all day about one foot deep tonight. 

Tuesday April 7 

Went to Mr. Christys in AM and got Carey's order. Went to Mr. T's(Tompkins) got his horse, took Mary 
Ann Livermore home & stayed all night. Settled with Mr. Smith. Weather in AM cold and snowy, 
pleasant in PM. Went with cutter. 


Wednesday April 8 

Came from Miss Livermores in the morning. Went to Mr. Tompkins came back and called around and bid 
the scholars good bye, and started for home and now waiting at Silver Creek for a train: arrived safe and 
sound through rain & mud. (Back home in Newstead).

Friday April 10 

Went to Buffalo today, bought a suit of clothes, had my ambrotype taken. 

Saturday April 11 

Chopped a little today. Drew a load of straw from Mr. |. Lesters, weather been rather rainy. Have wrote 
today & this evening to Miss M. Livermore, my Lord direct in this matter. 

Sunday April 12 

Been to church today at the corners: it seems as though | had got home and more: may the lord begin a 
deeper work of grace in my heart and prepare me to labor in his vineyard; it has snowed most of the 
day. 

Monday April 13 

Went to Clarence in the AM. Paid Bailey for my self and also father's note. Paid Vantine. Lent father 70 
dollars took his note for the same; carried Sarah to Wende: called to Mr. Lesters and Meads. Weather 
quite pleasant, mailed a letter to M.A.L.(Mary Ann Livermore).

Composed an acrostie on 
Adeline Boardman's name.

Calvin and J. Green called this evening. James Vincent, here to stay all night, been rainy most of the day. 
Thursday May 7 

Been making fence. Weather been fine. J. Vincent went away this morning: Mrs. Caten came today.

Drew out the rest of Peleg's manure today. Came back and harnessed Colonel. Lovine later came home 
with us. Weather been fine. Mrs. Higgins & Mrs. J. Green visited here today.

Been picking stone. Father went & put Zemer's rake & also Barnum: went to Clarence this evening; 
drove my colt; weather been fine and the evening, fit-season for self examination. Lord search my heart 
and drive out the buyers & sellers.

Drove my colt to meeting today: had a good meeting. Have enjoyed my mind a few days better than 
formerly: weather been quite cool today. 

Monday May 11 

Commenced plowing, plowed part of the garden in AM: Plowed or commenced plowing for potatoes: 
weather been quite cold: Carey & E. Danforth here this evening. 

Tuesday May 12 

Finished plowing & fitting potatoe ground: finished plowing barley ground in west field. Dea. Seaton 
here after potatoes, Whitwell, Marvin Brown & wife here tonight, weather pleasant but cool. 
Wednesday May 13 

Marvin Brown went away in AM. Have been cultivating barley ground: went to Clarence this evening: 
have been blessed with the tooth ache since Sunday. Pleasant today. Commenced planting potatoes. 
Thursday May 14 

Finished cultivating in AM. Cleaned barley, ready for sowing. Got Lime Parker's sulky, went to see J. 
Johnson: went to Clarence. Rec'd a letter from H. Smith. Rained this afternoon.

Caten called. Made an onion bed: weather pleasant but cool. 

Tuesday May 19 


Finished sowing barley in west field today. Planted a few potatoes: commenced plowing field by the 
barn: went to Clarence this evening, drove my colt. Weather pleasant but cold. Wrote Mason Howard. 
Rec'd one from D.B.(Darius Burton) lady. (Mary Ann Livermore). 

Wednesday May 20 

Plowed today. T. J. Lester got some oats here in the morning: weather been pleasant but quite cool. 
Thursday May 21 

Went to Clarence in AM. Came back and planted a few potatoes; sowed barley in PM & dragged with my 
steers & oxe. Father been plowing. Weather fine, sent a paper to Mr. Gidley. 

Friday May 22 

Finished sowing barley & commenced sowing oats: dragged in the forenoon with Cate and steers, in PM 
Cate and colt. Father plowing, weather fine not quite so cool as common. 

Saturday May 23 

Dragged in forenoon with Cate & colt. In PM Cate & steers: been sowing more today. Carey & O. Lester 
took supper here this PM. Went to Clarence this evening. Rec'd a letter from Mary, also from Janette 
Livermore. 

Sunday May 24 

Went to church at corners, felt to enjoy my mind while brother Hunt was going through with his 
discourse- although felt condemned: Father & girls went to John Bodine's funeral: Mother carried Mrs. 
Caten to Akron. Jane Green came home with her: Very fine day. 

Monday May 25 

Finished plowing & sowing and dragging piece by the barn. Have felt to enjoy the presence of God 
today.. Oh may my love for him & his cause increase: been quite warm. 

Tuesday May 26 

Commenced plowing corn ground today: been very warm, thunder showers round. Mrs. Danforth here 
after potatoes this evening: Commenced writing letter for association Sunday, nearly finished it this 
evening. 

Wednesday May 27 

Plowed in AM. Thunder showers today. Rained nearly all afternoon: went to Clarence. Mailed letter to 
A. Hamilton & H.G. Burtch. Rec'd one from Geo. Record. 

Thursday May 28 

Have not done much today, been rainy a good share of the day. Took Lymen Parker's sulky home in AM, 
been plowing, dragging, drawing old rails & stakes &c(etc). O.C. here. Written to Mary Ann ---may, God 
direct in every concern. 


Friday May 29 

Finished plowing corn ground today. Got Barnum's dray been dragging, helped Higgins get cow up to his 
barn. Sarah & Jane Green went to Clarence sent by them to get some paper.

Weather 
pleasant, hard shower just at night. Munson Green here today

Rolled part of the forenoon, George Middleton rolled the rest of the day: been sick today. Father 
finished dragging oats.

Weather pleasant in AM, lowry & rainy in PM.

Chored around, drew a little wood etc, been to Stones to see 
about note, also to Tompkins & G. Howards & Joshua Barnums. Weather showry in fore part of day, 
more pleasant in PM.

Wety Hewed, Whitwell helped us: weather been quite pleasant but 
some cool for time of year.

Finished getting out timber. Dea. Hull & wife & Julia Greenwood here today. Father & girls went to 
Akron: oiled my harness this PM,. Weather very pleasant. 

Friday June 26 

Went to Clarence in AM & P. Doll & Sylvia came home with me: been drawing timber. Went to Clarence 
again this evening. Weather very pleasant & warm. 

Saturday June 27 

Finished drawing timber today: went to Clarence this evening & got my buggy, been warm & pleasant. 
Sunday June 28 

Went to church today at corners, communion. Mrs. Greenwood went away: comming in the Sabbeth

$10.00 of Sylvia.

Had a very pleasant time. Took tea at widow Livermores. Weather quite pleasant. 

Saturday July 4

now at Widow Livermores. Weather pleasant.

Went to 
Clarence this evening got my shoes & bolts for racks. Weather been warm pleasant.

Tuesday August 11 

Finished drawing Barnum's and our wheat today. Wrote to Mary Ann today: sent it to office. Weather 
pleasant but not very warm. 

Wednesday August 12 

Mowed in AM: chored around in PM. Went to Clarence, in after Lee. Peal Seed and mowed round wheat 
field: John Green commenced cutting our Barley. 

Thursday August 13 

Commenced binding barley in AM: wind blew so hard that | stopped. Finished haying today for good. J. 
Gordon been cutting barley. 

Friday August 14 

Been cutting barley today, J. Green also & it showered after tea: have enjoyed the meditation of holy 
things more than usual.

Laid flooring in buggy room and drew chips in AM. Been raking with horse rake & putting up barley in 
PM.

Boys went to Buffalo with apples & chickens 11 a pound, 35 to 45 a bag for apples.

Been to Schworms taking taxes today, very cold, blustering, snowy day, very cold tonight, went up to 
board meeting this evening.

Hunts in afternoon to a committee meeting, terrible, 
terrible rough going, not so very cold.

Been to church today, commenced with the Sabbath School again for another year as Superintendent, 
commenced to snow this afternoon from the south east, very rough.

Took girls to Clarence in the morning & then went to Buffalo with butter & eggs. Guardian took my 
report to Surrogate, quite cold today, rough, no sleighing.

Been skidding logs today & skidded up 7, 2 basswood & 5 elm, been some snowy, ground froze up, on 
the whole been quite a nice day. Corn stalks gone, fed the last today.

Went to Buffalo today with butter & eggs, 30 cts for eggs, all night to Careys. Cold, ground froze & some 
snow, very slippery, beautiful wheeling. 

Saturday January 11 

Came home today with May by Cheektowaga, eat dinner at Mr. Eleys, he is very sick. Rained all the 
forenoon, warmer in afternoon & all thawing up, Will here tonight. 

Sunday January 12 

Went to church today, been a rainy warm day, roads terrible. Lou Hull elected organist, Myrtie Commins 
assistant organist in the Sunday S., | was elected Supt., Stella Graves Apt, Susie Liter Sec., Nathan Wittiey 
Apt, Reuben Randolph Treas. 

Monday January 13 

Very warm in the morning with a little rain, warm gusts, wind commenced to blow about 9 & has been 
blowing hard all day, good deal of damage done, many trees & fences laid low, has abated some tonight, 
colder, freezing some.

Been fixing fence posts today, Leon went home, Clarence went to Buffalo with butter & eggs also a pig, 
got 5 1/2 for pig & 15 to 18 for eggs. Eddie came tonight on the 4 o'clock, been snowing a good share of 
the afternoon, some colder tonight.

Plowing, pleasant, cool, sent Frank to Akron to get drill fixed but did not get it fixed, he then went to 
Center & did not get it fixed. | went to Clarence this evening & got some leathers to fix drill. Calvin 
Johnson's wife died this morning.

Getting ready in afternoon to go to 
the Roll Call, beautiful day, cooler, got Jennie tonight at East Clarence.

Today has been the first Roll Call of our church. It was a red letter day in the history of our church, a 
large number gathered to answer to their names & about 40 letters were read, a large turnout & a good 
time all around. May it be the nucas? of doing us much good as a church, good sermon by Horace in 
forenoon. Dr. Murphy's folks came home with us, beautiful weather today. 

Wednesday September 28

Helped Clarence move his piano in the forenoon, in afternoon took barrel of clothing to depot at 
Clarence to send to Hawarden, lowa to Rev. Andrew Swartz, went down to Annas to dinner, some colder 
tonight.

Set 2 posts & made gate & fixed the fence across the lane, ground froze up again. Went to Limerick this 
afternoon to see Charley Baker, been a nice day, did not thaw much.

Butchered two hogs today, about 6 months old, took one to Dan Bates at Akron $7.25 per hundred, 
weighed 233#, the other weighed 225, Clarence & F. Busch helped me cut up hog this evening.

Made sausage today, had Henry Weilers stuffer & lard press, 24# sausage, very cold day. Clarence 
started for Buffalo, | went down & done his chores, quite good sleighing. Lee brought out their old mare 
to have me keep & use.

Been doing Clarence's chores today, took Henry Weiler's machine home, Mary took Lee to depot in 
morning, good sleighing, very cold, wind in north west, wild night. 

Saturday December 24

he & Anna & Clarence went to Akron to a surprise visit to Mrs. Wheelers, nice winter day.

Saturday January 14 

Tinkering in forenoon, in afternoon went to Eld. Hunts & got $50, to Clarence & got letter from Jennie 
with draft for $50, cold day, drove two horses.

Went to church today, good sermon by Brother Hunt & did not go again this evening, paid Job Dye $200, 
very, very cold.

Mary & | went to Akron today, Anna went along also, | went to get Donation tickets printed, more mild 
today, | went to the Corners to prayer meeting this evening, M.B. Commins went with me.

Tinkering round at wiffle trees for Clarence etc, helped Clarence a little about his ice, very cold day, 
roads drifted a little. 

Friday January 20 

Went down to Annas in the morning, found baby sick, came home & took his Grand Ma down, then 
went up to Dey Drapers, went back to Annas to dinner, C. gone to Buffalo, | did his chores tonight, been 
quite a mild day. 

Saturday January 21 

Did Clarence's chores, went to Akron & got Donation tickets, went to Clarence this evening after the 
mail, Clarence had got it.

Been stormy day, put up a grist & took it to mill, paid Schlee Lodge money, $103.72, very muddy. 
Sunday February 13 


| did not go to church, Kit (animal) sick, Ma went, Eld. Barnes preached, we both went to meeting this 
evening. Clare was baptized and 4 others by Eld. Barnes. Eld. Hunt died this morning about 3 o'clock, 
very muddy & bad going. 

Monday February 14 

Colder today, some stormy, snowy etc, froze a little. Went to Akron & got my suit of clothes of 
Anderson, the leading merchant tailor, $25.00.

Went to meeting, good meeting, fair congregation, Mr. Murch & | went with Clarence to church, mild, 
going fearful, neither sleighing or wheeling.

Drew my wheat to E. Clarence, sold it to Warren Hunt at 70 cts bush, 41 bush & 20 Ibs, $28.93, brot 
home 1080# coal at 4.40 per ton, $2.16. Clarence's hired man came with Clarence's team & drew it for 
me, roads very muddy & heavy, nice warm spring day. 

Tuesday January 17 

Clarence got home from Mich. this morning, he, Anna & Ma went visiting to Mr. Wheelers, | stayed at 
home & tinkered round, very warm, pleasant day, getting some colder tonight. 

Wednesday January 18 

Drew some manure & put around Mr. Murch's cellar windows etc. Charles Phillips & wife here visiting 
today, they went away about 3 PM. Luther Snell cutting some old apple trees into stove wood. Froze 
hard last night, some very light snow fell, warmer in PM but some cold tonight. 

Thursday January 19 

Fussing round, drew load wood etc etc. Ma & Anna went to visit Maggie Ball, nice mild weather, no 
snow, Mr. Murch's children sick.

Straits to dinner, went to Chappel to meeting 
tonight, good meeting, some warmer, wheeling good.

Took milk in AM, drew in a little hay & got a little wood out of woods etc etc. Steiner & Spencer Gray 
here & | turned over all notes, bank books, money etc to Spencer Gray & took his rect for same as 
attorney or having power of attorney, stormy some today, some snow, mild.

Gave 
Fred Fleiger a lamb for his little girl, ewe had twins & would not own one, beautiful day, roads getting 
dry & good. Set 2 hens. Henry Weiler sowed my clover seed today about 100 acres. Coal fire went out. 
Drew some brush off orchard. 

Sunday April 16 

Been to church, Ma & I, good sermon, roads getting pretty good, snow storm this morning, warmer 
tonight. 


Monday April 17 
Fussing with lambs, burned pile of brush in old orchard etc etc. 


Tuesday April 18 

Barney & | commenced to divide our oats, white cow calved, had hard time, had to get Rawding but she 
came out all right, very large calf, warm, nice day, now got 18 lambs.

Been to church, Ma & I, excellent sermon, Clare & Harold came home with us to dinner, fussing with 
lambs, got 24 lambs, very nice day. 

Monday April 24 

Went to Clarence in morning & took lumber from saw mill to Geo. Winborn, got 10 gal syrup from depot 
that Eugene Howard sent, 4 to Anna's folks, 2 to Murch, 2 to us & one to Oscar Gallap & 1 to Rich Hull. 
Fussed round took care of sheep & lambs etc etc, nice beautiful day.

Sick sheep, got Rawding, sheep died, skinned it, warm day, dry! dry!. Sold Jake Fisher 16 bushels 
potatoes, he got them, | picked them up & bagged them. 

Friday April 28 

Fussing with sheep etc etc, Henry Weiler finished getting away his hay, | got load over for horses from 
over cow stable, very warm. Set out a few onions, sowed some radish & lettuce seed. 


Saturday April 29

house, got leach & set it up ready to fill, put bobs in barn. Mr. Henderson from Rochester Seminary here 
to dinner, he & | went to Covenant meeting, good meeting but few out, a Com. appointed to look over 
church records etc, very warm & getting dry. 

Sunday April 30 

Been to church, Rev. Henderson presented the claim of Ministerial Education & took a collection amting 
to $23.20. Ma & | went up to Clarence at 3 o'clock to hear Mr. Murch preach to the Odd Fellows, Mr. 
Henderson here to dinner & he went home.

Building fence on bank of ditch today, Henry Weiler helped me. Thunder shower at noon, some cooler.

Been to Transit today to meet Ex Com, dry & warmer. Turned out cows to grass, Jake Fisher sowed 11 
acre lot to oats. 

Wednesday May 10 

Tinkered round in forenoon, in PM went to Clarence & got buggy fixed & Kit shod & to funeral of Charley 
Butler's boy Howard, went to Lodge this evening, warm & dry. 


Thursday May 11 

Went to Clarence with Mr. Murch in AM & helped him unload his father's goods out of car. In PM rolled 
field by hedge (Rock lot), 10 acres. Nice rain in morning, cooler tonight.

Picked up rubbish in forenoon, took Carey to noon train, fussed round this afternoon, Allie & Blanche 
here this PM, rains tonight, colder. 

Sunday December 3 

Did not go to church today, not feeling very well too, Mary went. Took May to Clarence tonight to go to 
Buffalo to go to Lancaster to her school. Cool day, pleasant in forenoon til about 2 PM, since then it has 
been snowing lightly.

Went to Akron in the morning to see Spencer Gray, went with a sleigh, getting poor. Sleighing spoiled 
tonight, Anna called tonight, warmer, thawing fast. Lefler took black heifer today. 

Tuesday December 19 

Raining this morning, snow all gone tonight, colder again, freezing some tonight. Mr. & Mrs. Strait & 
Mrs. Danser here today visiting, stopped raining about 11 AM & pleasant rest of day. 

Wednesday December 20 

Frozen hard this morning but thawed up again tonight but cold & freezing again. Went to Clarence & 
settled with Schlee, got yarn for mittens & took over to Mrs. Shoff to knit for Carey.

Found cows this AM in 
little orchard west of house.

Henry Weiler came up & helped me salt meat, cut straw stacks & hay mow etc etc. Very cold day but 
very pleasant. 

Thursday December 28 

Mr. Campbell & | went to Clarence & got Jim shod, tire mended & got grist, very cold day, no snow, good 
wheeling. | am gaining slowly from my hurt. 

Friday December 29 


Mr. Campbell & | been to Akron this AM, | went to pay $200 on Mrs. Barnum note, paid it & gave new 
note for one hundred and 91 dollars & 77 cts, $191.77, due on or before one year from date, very cold, 
wheeling good, no snow yet. 

Saturday December 30 

Went to Clarence in AM with milk, went to Covenant meeting in afternoon, only 8 present but had good 
meeting. Very cold day, good wheeling, no snow to speak of, very lame yet but some better. 

Sunday December 31 

We did not any of us go to church, been very cold day & some snowy, some better of lameness.

Ma & | went to Akron in AM & | got suit clothes, $8.00, Ma got dress etc & we went to see Mr. Murch & 
took dinner with them, then we called at Wesley Williams & took supper, warm nice day, dry! dry!.

Helped Clarence butcher in forenoon, we made sausage in afternoon, cold today but pleasant, good 
wheeling, we made saurkraut today.

Have been making a barn(toy) for Harold for Christmas, very cold day, 4 deg. above zero in AM. 
Saturday December 21 

Finished making a barn for Harold & made foot stool for Allie, salted hams, put brine on pork etc etc. 
Very cold, 4 deg. above zero in AM, Allie came home this morning on Peanut. 


Sunday December 22 

Went to church today, Ma did not go her side so lame. Walked down to Annas this evening, warmer. 
Monday December 23 

Sawed a white ash down for logs for wagon poles, not worth much when | got it down, John Cleveland 
helped me.

Fussing round, not doing much, nice day. Sold calf to Gillings for $9.50. 

Friday December 27 

Went to see about getting pounding barrel made for Anna, Gillings took calf this morning. 

Saturday December 28 

Odds & ends in forenoon, ordered of Asher Wheeler trees to amt of 4.90. Went to Covenant meeting in 
PM, went to the 6 o'clock train & got Ed, Jessie & Budrow, good sleighing, Finley Swarts died today. 
Sunday December 29 

May & | went to church today, good sermon. May went to Lancaster this evening via West Shore, 
snowed some in the morning, good sleighing. 

Monday December 30 


We visited at Annas today, her birthday, (40) years old. Beautiful day & beautiful going, mild. 

Tuesday December 31 

Been to Finley Swart's funeral. Been a very cold, windy, blustering day, very cold tonight. Went to 
Clarence & got May at West Shore, good sleighing. And thus another year is gone with its joys, sorrows 
& happiness. May the Lord guide in the year to come so that it may be more fruitful & good.

Finished Howard's barn, cleaned out Creek where spring water runs, went & got May, took Mrs. Green 
to Clarence to go to Bergen, mild nearly all day, some colder tonight, good sleighing, Milly, Jersey cow, 
calved.

Took May to depot in the morning & then went to Garret Hunts, called at Annas, good sleighing. Been 
stormy, windy day, snow squalls & cold but more mild tonight & still. 

Sunday January 12 

Ma & | went to church & we went to Bro. Straits to dinner, | came home & did the chores & then went 
back to evening meeting, commencement of "Week of Prayer", good meeting, cold raw day, excellent 
sleighing. 


Monday January 13 


Went to Clarence in the morning & settled with Schlee. We went to meeting again tonight, good 
meeting, good sleighing but quite cold. 

Tuesday January 14 

Wm. Beeman & wife here visiting today & to talk over letting him my farm, we made a verbal bargain, 
$175 first year & $200 after that. We went to meeting again tonight, excellent sleighing, some warmer. 
Wednesday January 15 

Went to Clarence today, am not feeling very well, we did not go to meeting. Some warmer, good 
sleighing, Clarence went to Buffalo with lambs. 

Thursday January 16 

Ma & | went to see Mary Gillings & then to Akron & got can of gasoline to burn in our new gasoline 
lamp. We went to meeting this evening, good meeting, beautiful sleighing, coolish but not so very. 
Friday January 17 

Been tinkering around today, very nice day, we went to church this evening, excellent meeting, beautiful 
sleighing, a trifle warmer. 

Saturday January 18 

Been tinkering around, Clarence put up our new Cleveland gasoline lamp, cost $4.50, quite mild, 
excellent sleighing. 

Sunday January 19 

We went to church, good sermon, a little colder today, good sleighing. 

Monday January 20 

Went to Buffalo today with 20 bush potatoes, let Carey Sen. have 4 bush & Carey Jr. 1 bush, the rest | 
sold for 75 cts bush, took 12 doz eggs for Clarence & got 30 cts doz, beautiful day & beautiful going, got 
home about 8 o'clock. 

Tuesday January 21 

We have been visiting at Annas today, G.O. Gallaps there too, been snowing all day, commenced about 
7 AM. Ma went to meeting with Clarence's folks, | did not go, snowing & blowing. 

Wednesday January 22 

Has been snowing all day, wet snow, it is about 18 inches deep on a level, not very cold, mild & almost a 
rain, no mail today. 

Thursday January 23 

Have done but little but shovel snow & break paths, snow very wet, mild, mail about 3 PM. 

Friday January 24 

Nice mild day, went to Clarence in forenoon & got fixings for gasoline lamp, Anna & Harold here today, 
hard traveling, no mail.

Beeman for my farm & then went to see 
about getting a pounding barrel made for Anna. Mary has been reading in her old diary of 1858, 
beautiful day, milder, good sleighing.

Went to Warren Hunts & met Wm. Beeman & drew writings for my place, Warren done the writing, 
came home & took John's team and drew up log to mill. Beautiful sleighing & mild, got letter from 
Charley saying Raymond has scarlet fever.

Mr. Green's hams came over to be smoked, Clarence's also. Ma & | called on Burt Cummings this PM, 
nice day but a little foggy, dark & damp.

Cold & blustering tonight, Ma & | took dinner at 
Annas, no mail. 

Wednesday February 5 

At home today, terrible blizzard weather, blowing & snow flying, roads drifted badly & cold. Henry Hunt 
buried today but few at funeral, weather so bad. No mail, wind went down at evening.

Quiet today, roads broke out & | went to Akron to Farmer's Institute, milder.

Been to Mrs. Smede's funeral, very few attended, roads almost impassible, went with sleigh but no 
more sleighing unless we get more snow, thawing fast, shoveled roads in the forenoon.

Washed cart & worked on mud sled some, not very cold, mild.

Rolled my meadows, 8 acres on lower field on south side of road, took Ma & Mrs. Beeman down to Mrs. 
Graves quilting. Terrible wind, very cold tonight, took off hens, 16 chicks out of 78 eggs. 

Thursday April 24 

Heavy freeze this morning, ice on water. Drew manure in garden in forenoon, went to Akron in 
afternoon. 

Friday April 25 

Set out trees bot of A. Wheeler, sowed some peas, planted beans & lettuce seed etc etc. Commenced to 
rain about 5 PM, getting colder, thunder shower tonight. 


Saturday April 26 

Took milk in morning, we went to Covenant meeting in afternoon, good meeting but few out. Rained 
very hard in forenoon, very heavy wind in afternoon. Heavy thunder & lightning during last night, quite 
cold tonight, ground wet. 

Sunday April 27 

Ma & | went to church, quite cool & muddy. 

Monday April 28 

Took milk in AM & in afternoon Ma & | went down to Mr. Walls, roads dryer & better. 

Tuesday April 29 

Hoed my strawberries & helped Beeman set out some berries & currant bushes. It commenced to rain 
about 2 o'clock, cool, terrible hard hard rain. 

Wednesday April 30 

Went to Clarence in AM & to Akron in PM to see about getting material to fix chimney for Charley 
Hershey where it was struck by lightning, engaged Louis Brill to go & fix it. Put up 16 bushels potatoes 
for Wm. Beeman to take to Buffalo tomorrow, quite cool tonight. 

Thursday May 1 

Cherry trees in blossom yesterday, (Apr. 30). Took milk in morning & fussing round this afternoon, very 
cool in the morning but warmer this PM. Wm. Beeman took 16 bush potatoes to Buffalo for me & got 85 
cts bush & 16 1/2 doz for eggs, ground very wet, roads hard traveling. 

Friday May 2 

Commenced to fit ground for oats south of orchard where | had potatoes last year, about an acre, damp 
& cloudy. 

Saturday May 3 

Worked on ground for oats, it is too wet to sow yet, let it stand till Monday. 

Sunday May 4 

Been to church today, Mary did not go, not very well. Clare & Harold came home with me to dinner, 
pleasant, warmer. 

Monday May 5 

Drilled in my oats today, a little over an acre, planted some potatoes behind barn by side of orchard also 
some corn, quite pleasant day, cool. 

Tuesday May 6 

Been fussing round most of day, took milk in morning, cool, nice day. Heavy rain in afternoon, ground 
very wet. 

Wednesday May 7 

Went to Akron in forenoon & got pair shoes, in afternoon did not do much, do not feel very well. Ma 
went to Irv Hunts, Sewing Society, cold tonight, ground wet. 

Thursday May 8 


Went to Clarence in forenoon, in afternoon fitted ground, in afternoon to set out strawberries & 
commenced to set them out, high wind & cool. 

Friday May 9 

Went to Clarence in morning to send postal to Ed, in afternoon trimmed trees etc etc, very cold tonight, 
2 deg. above freezing at 9 o'clock, covered up strawberries.

Went down town & round, called on Carey, had a Christmas dinner, good dinner, all night again at 
Annas, good time, nice day. 

Sunday December 27 

Did not go to church, called on Will, came home on late train, May came with me, Lizzie met us, windy & 
colder. 

Monday December 28 

At home most of day, took May to noon train to go to Buffalo & stay with Jessie while Ed goes to 
teachers meeting at Syracuse. This afternoon getting ready to butcher tomorrow, warmer & quiet. 
Tuesday December 29 

Butchered today, one pig about 150 Ibs, Charley Lents (Lentz) helped me. Made sausage, head cheese, 
liver wurst & Lizzie tried the lard, beautiful day. 

Wednesday December 30 

Cleaning up from butchering, went to Accomodation (train) & got May, rained lightly most all day. 
Thursday December 31 

Went to Buffalo with May, she paid my fare out there if | would go, met Ed's folks. Staftlers to dinner, 
Lizzie went to Lackawana (R.R.) to meet her folks, nice day but quite cold & thus another year has gone 
to join the past. 
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Transcript of 1909 Diary of Darius B. Howe (7-8-94) 

Friday January 1 1909 

Went to Buffalo with May, to dinner at Ellicot Square, May here mny(?) fore, Lizzie went to Tonawanda 
to meet with her folks, pleasant but quite cold. We now begin another year, help us Lord to begin & 
keep it right. 


Saturday January 2 

Taken very sick this morning, been sick all day, sent for the doctor tonight. 

Sunday January 3 

Dr. here again today, am some better, beautiful day, quite cold. 

Monday January 4 

At home sick but some better, Henry Lapp came down & fitted on a truss for me, nice day, not very cold. 
Tuesday January 5 

Been to Transit to meet Directors (insurance), elect agents etc etc, pretty tired tonight, warm day, foggy. 
Wednesday January 6 

Laying round, not feeling very well, Job Dye came & got 12 lbs of butter & settled for what he had 
before, very cold, high wind. 

Thursday January 7 

Laid round except went to Clarence & got 12 Ibs butter, 2 for self & 10 for Howard. Very cold, froze hard, 
road rough. 

Friday January 8 

Not doing much, cold day, no snow. 

Saturday January 9 

Drew two loads stove wood, Lizzie went to Clarence, mild, warmer. 

Sunday January 10 

Lizzie & | went to church, dark, foggy, drizzly day. Meeting to be held Tues., Wed.,Thurs., Friday 
evenings. 

Monday January 11 

Have done nothing today to speak of but help Lizzie about the washing, colder, freezing. 

Tuesday January 12 

Snowed all forenoon, about 6 inches deep, Lizzie went to Clarence in PM, not very cold. 

Wednesday January 13 

Drew one load wood, Lizzie went to Clarence, she went with buggy, quite cold. 

Thursday January 14 

| went to Clarence in forenoon & went to Brenners(?) & got 1 peck onions, have drawn 2 loads wood, a 
good deal warmer, thawing fast. 

Friday January 15 

At home doing nothing, not feeling very well, Lizzie went to Akron to see Mary Ann Blackburn, nice day, 
quite mild. 

Saturday January 16 

We got Blanche this morning to stay over Sunday, Clarence came also, here all night. Very cold, piercing 
wind, commenced to snow some this evening. 

Sunday January 17 

We did not go to church, did not feel very well, took Clarence & Blanche to Clarence, C. to go home to B. 
& B. to her boarding place, quite mild. 

Monday January 18 

Sat around, not doing much, not feeling very well, cold day, zero in morning. 

Tuesday January 19 

Went to Clarence in morning to get supplies, got 10 lbs ground oyster shells for hens & some groceries. 
Very nice & mild in forenoon but about noon it commenced to blow & it was a regular gale, getting 
colder. 

Wednesday January 20 

At home, not doing much, Charley Yocum called to see about taking farm, Lizzie went to Akron, beautiful 
warm day, thawing tonight. 


Thursday January 21 

Went to Clarence this morning & got medicine of Dr., got stove fixing of Schlee etc etc. Warm & thawy 
today, no freeze. 

Friday January 22 

Got some cobs of Jake Fisher, fussed round etc, Ed & Budrow came on late train, | got them, the Roach 
women visited here this PM, Brother Wall & Spaulding called a few minutes, good report about the 
meetings, beautiful day, warm, very muddy. 

Saturday January 23 

At home, Ed & Budrow here, taken sick this AM, a shock of paralysis on left side very bad, Anna & 
Clarence came tonight, here with me.(Some of these writings are almost illegible due to his condition.) 
(Next entry is February 21) 

Sunday February 21 

Clarence went home on noon train. 

Monday February 22 

Eugene Fancher came today to take care of me, beautiful day. 

Tuesday February 23 

Being cared for by Gene & Anna, have rained today. 

Wednesday February 24 

Rough day, Mr. & Mrs. Fisher called. 

Thursday February 25 


Wednesday March 3 

Eugene went to Perrysburg, Maggie Ball called, cold & stormy. 
Thursday March 4 

Cold & blustering. 

Friday March 5 


Thursday March 11 

Cold & blustering, first robin appears. 

Friday March 12 

Sold my two cows to Charley Yocum for 83 dollars to be paid first of April, made arrangements with him 
about caring for Jim (horse), nice winter day. 

Saturday March 13 


Monday March 15 

Eugene Fancher came back. Anna went home tonight, | begin to walk a little better. 

Tuesday March 16 

Gaining some but slowly, been snowing & getting colder. 

Wednesday March 17 

Very weak, wintry weather, cold day, slowly gaining. 

Thursday March 18 

Rich Hull called today for the first time since | have been sick, gaining slowly, pleasant but cool, good 
wheeling. 

Friday March 19 


Monday March 22 

Mr. Wall, Frank Cole & Nellie here today, nice day, gaining slowly. 
Tuesday March 23 

Nice day, Mr. Byruds(?), went out doors for first time. 
Wednesday March 24 


Friday March 26 

Rather blustering weather today, Mr. Fancher went to Clarence to mill. 
Saturday March 27 

Ed here today, nice this afternoon, rained & snowed this forenoon. 
Sunday March 28 


Wednesday March 31 

About as usual, Blanche came this PM, Barney also, lots of water on ground. 
Thursday April 1 1909 

Mild & muddy, about as usual, walked out to barn. 

Friday April 2 

Charley Roach called tonight to see Lizzie, mud!! mud!, oh how muddy. 


Saturday April 3 

Feel some stronger than yesterday, Job Dye called, also Jake Fisher & wife & Mr. Mrs. Vogt, mild but 
muddy. 

Sunday April 4 


Monday April 5 

Eugene went to Akron, Fred & Lolly Wagonbauer & Mrs. Englehart called, Ed & Harold came tonight, 
mild, very muddy. 

Tuesday April 6 

Came to Buffalo on noon train to stay with Anna awhile, took carriage at depot, arrived about 3 PM, first 
time in buggy since taken sick, this is also my 51st anniversary (of his marriage). 

Wednesday April 7 

Feeling fairly comfortable, terrible wind, lots damage done, Ed went to Moscow (N.Y). 

Thursday April 8 

High wind but not so high as yesterday, not very cold but wintry. 

Friday April 9 

Nice day, at Annas, Florence Griffith called. 

Saturday April 10 

At Annas, Ed came up home tonight. 

Sunday April 11 

At Annas, Harold baptized, beautiful Easter Day, Will called to see me.
